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THE TRANSVAAL. 

Haw tko British. Fought and Died on 
Mount Ilajnoa-- Gonoral Colloy's 
End. 



'I'lic special correspondent of the 
Loudon Times, after giving the details 
of the earlier tight on Mount Mnjuba, 

says:-- 

Atone o'elocka terrific fire came from 
tho loft. All the available reserves were 
hurried up, and they answered the fire 
well for ten minutes. There were 50 
men of the Naval Brigade, the High- 
landers, and tho 58th tiring against 200 
Boers. The Boer firing became- very 
i i-ll i ml', and our men were 

SHOT DOWN' RIOIIT AND LKFT. 

At this point all were exposed ; no man 
i-ouhl show his head without a dozen 
shuts being fired at him. Our men 
broke in fifteen minutes. The officers 
shouted, "Rally on yeur right,' 1 which 
would bring them to the left rear, 
i. ear the General with about 50 men. 
They did rally, and came to tho crest 
of the bill, where Colonel Stewart, Ma- 
jor Fraser, Captain McGregor, Staff 
Officers, and indeed every officer pres- 
ent, with 

REVOLVER AND SWORD IN HAND, 

encouraged the men by word and action. 
The whole Boer fire was concentrated 
on I he last point of defence on the left 
rear. The men were crowded behind a 
clump of stones, but the officers called 
and directed them to deploy slightly 
right and left to prevent our being 
fl. inked. Our rear on the other side of 
i he basin was only held by fifteen or 
twenty men, our direct front hy a score 
more, but. they said there were not 
many Boers there. In tho direct rear 
ihe ground was 

VERY PRECIPITOUS, 

and none could scale it. It was also 
free to a certain extent from cover for 
the enemy. The Boers evidently re- 
solved to take the points and the crest 
in detail, and all their efforts were con- 
centrated on the left. Major Fraser 
sang out, "Men of the 92nd, don't for- 
get your bayonets 1" Colonel Stewart 
culled to the 58tb, and Captain McGre- 
gor called to the Naval Brigade. Gen- 
eral Colley was directing tho move- 
ment. 

The men fixed bayonets, and standing 
.shoulder to shoulder in a semi-circle 
poured a volley back for each of the 
enemy's volleys. Numbers fell, but 
there was no shelter to which they 
conkl be removed. This last stand 
continued for ten minutes, and the 
men then ran short of ammunition. 
They only had the 70 rounds which 
they carried in their pouches. A party 
of Boers crept up to 40 men holding 
the true front ; the men charged with 
bayonets, but did not get within Btrik' 
ing distance. 

ALL WERE SHOT DOWN 

but three or four. With the General 
and the main body there were not 
more than 100 men left. The officers 
encouraged their men to fire low, and 
only when tho Boers jumped up to fire 
a volley, and to give them the bayonet 
next. This was the last command I 
heard. In a moment our poor fellows 
broke and rushed for the crest in the 
rear. I ran with them. IIow any 
one gained the riclge at the rear and 
escaped to the camp down a precipice, 

A STEEP FALL OF 30 FEET, 

and then on over enormous boulders, 
stones, and bush for a quarter of a miie 
under a storm of bullets raining from 
all sides, I do not know. Four men 
dropped by my side as I ran across the 
basin. The Boers were all round, and 
bullets came from all directions. Our 
brave fellows, panting and bleeding 
while retreating, were shot down. The 
sound of guns firing from the camp 
was heard, and 

WE TOOK HOPE 

from the thought that the artillery 
were coming. The Boer firing ceased 
after half-a-dozen gun shots. A dozen 
of us sheltering in a donga, several 
wounded, were discovered by the Boers 
who said tlicy would not shoot ua if 
we laid down our rifles. Wo did so, 
and went with the Boers up to the 
crest of the hill. I saw Lieutenant 
Hill, 58th, lying with a wounded arm. 
He spoke to me cheerfully. He had 
distinguished himself by 

CAHRYINO THE WOUNDED 

at Laing's Nek. The Boer General 
gave mc a pass to the camp on condi- 
tion that I would show him my account 
before I sent it. Ho said, "Who is 
the officer killed?" I said "Take me 
to him," We went to where tho final 
stand was made, and there lay a body 
with the face covered by the helmet. 
By the clothing I recognized the body, 
and lifting the helmet saw tho 

FACE OF OUR POOR GENERAL, 

the bravest soldier of the day, a com- 
mander loved and admired by every man 
from tho highest to the lowest. Tho 
Boers doubted rue and questioned me 



again and again as to whether it was 
really the General. Igavo my word of 
honour that it was General Colley, and 
they were satisfied. No word of exul- 
tation escaped their lips. I said, "You 
have killed the bravest gentleman on 
the field." They said 

"YES, HE FOUUIIT WELL." 

Ono man said he did not think we were 
wrong, but ho was a soldier and must 
obey orders. Similar remarks were 
made by others, Near tho General lay 
Commander Romilly, of the Boadicea, 
and Lieut. Maude, 5Sth ; but I hurried 
back to camp. While coming from the 
hill I saw our poor fellows, wounded and 
dead lying dotted about. Tho Boers 
fired shots on the Highlanders' laager at 
the foot of tho hill, but the guns stopp- 
ed them. Major Fraser has just come 
in slightly bruised, and having been 

FORTY-EIGHT HOURS WITHOUT FOOD. 

He slates : — "I escaped by the rear and 
worked my way at nightfall through 
the Boers' lines at tho Nek." He had 
seen nothing of Colonel Stewart. Dr. 
Mahon says, as an eye-witness, "The 
General was first wounded, then a Boer 
at four paces blew his brains out." 

Another writer says that at the criti- 
cal moment a panic seized tho English 
troops, and a few minutes more settled 
the fate of the clay. "The doadly vol- 
leys of the enemy 

DECIMATED OUR NUMBERS. 

By ten minutes past one in tho after- 
noon all that was left of our gallant 
troops were a few flying soldiers plung- 
ing madly down the rooky ravino to es- 
capo the remorseless hail of bullets. 
Then our wounded were put out of their 
pain, and the last I saw of the poor 
General he was ^tstndinp; 

C0OLY FACING THE DEADLY FIRE 

that poured from all sides on his little 
band of dying and wounded men, and 
which afterwards finished him, his face 
to tho foe."

When Nally, tho notorious land 
leauge man, was brought to Dublin by 
the police and was,, being put into a 
cab he shouted, "For every man ar- 
rested let one be laid prostrate." At 
Kilmainham gaol he cried out, "An eye 
for an eye; a tooth for a tooth." Both 
oxclamations wore loudly cheered. 

Tho London Daily Chronicle under- 
stands that the advocates of the legal- 
ization of marriage with a deceased 
wife's sister have canvassod tl»o mem- 
bers of the Houso of Lords, and have 
thereby ascertained that ihe measure 
for altering tho presont law is approv- 
ed by an actual majority of the peers. 

At the Greenwich County Court tho 
other day a tenant got a verdict against 
hiB landlord for one year's rent and ex- 
penses of removal from a house which 
lie had been induced to take. Tho 
houso had been represented as dry and 
healthy, but after being absent for n 
short timo the plaintiff found eleven 
feet of water in the cellar and the paper 
peeling off. 

A "captain" in the "Salvation Army" 
wdiile marching in procession the other 
day while in a state of excitement, ow- 
ing to his religious feelings having over- 
come him, knocked down into the mud 
a man who was crossing and trampled 
him in the mire. When asked for his 
name the "captain" shouted, "I love 
Jesus." He was fined XI and costs. 

The New York Nation holds that 
there is no doubt as to Parnell being 
badly discredited by the passage of tho 
coercion bill. He had persuaded a large 
portion of the peasantry that he was 
able to foil the Houso of Commons. 
Then, they do not well boc — which is 
not wonderful — how his labors in pur- 
suit of French sympathy are going to 
help them. 

When Sir Moses MonteGoro was urg- 
ing Jewish emancipation, ono of the 
English Ministry alluded in parliament 
to the Jews as the murderers of Christ. 
Sir Moses on the next morning waited 
on the minister with papers showing 
that his ancestors had been for 200 
years in Spain at the time of the cruci- 
fixion and therefore all Jews were not 
responsible for the transaction, which 
is said greatly to have impressed the 
English respect for old families and to 
have aided his cause. 

After the visit of Mr. Parnell to New- 
Ross a green flag was left flying from 
the top of the old abbey. During a 
gale the flag was blown down and was 
replaced by another bearing the in- 
scription, "The green above the red." 
The rector, polico inspector and some 
other persons prooeeded to take it 
clown when a mob assembled and en- 
deavored to prevent them. But tho 
Rev. Mr. Le Hunts, the rector, taking 
off his coat climbed to the top of the 
building and took down the flag him- 
self. 

The dissatisfied Irishmen arrested 
under tho provisions of tho coercion 
bill nro lodged in Kilmainham gaol in 
cells on the second range of the three 
storeys comprising the building. They 
are very liberally treated and express 
themselves well satisfied with the court- 
esy and kindness of tho governor.

Smok- 
ing is allowed, and for six hours each 
dav the prisoners may associate for 
conversation and exercise. Two large 
common rooms, comfortably furnished, 
are devoted to the prisoners' use for 
meeting their friends and transacting 
business.

~ g TATi;s MATTERS. 

There is serious trouble in President 
Garfield's cabinet. It arises from tbo 
distribution of the spoils. Some mem- 
bers of the cabinet imagine that the 
political "loot" is not being fairly 
divided in the interest of the republican 
party ; and others have personal ob- 
jections to many of the appointees. 
Gen. Grant's intluence which, it was 
thought, would be nil-powerful with the 
now president, hus been found to be 
scarcely worth taking into account. He 
onlv asked for two appointments and 
they were not made. Ho the general 
has started in a " huir " for Northern 
Mexico to look after railway interests 
there. Another source of trouble to the 
president is the unfriendly attitude of 
Senator Conklixo of New York city. 
This sonator supported Grant's candi- 
dature at the Chicago convention by 
which Garfield was nominated; 
but when the selection was made 
loyally acquiesced in it, and bent his 
energies to composo the conflicting 
party elements so as to secure the re- 
turn of Garfield whom, personally, ho 
cordially hates. It is admitted that to 
CoNKLiNa'a efforts was due the repub- 
lican triumph in New York. Had he 
acted lukewarmly, or had he supported 
Hancock in placo of Garfield, the 
domocrats would have won the elec- 
tion. For his loyalty Conklino rea- 
sonably expected that the federal 
patronago of his State would bo placed 
in his hands, but hi* expectations were 
not realized. So far from appointing 
Conkling's friends to office Mr. Gar- 
FIELD has appointed his enemies and 
has sent their names to the Senate for 
approval, as the law requires. Then 
in the Senate there is a deadlock. 
The two parties are "tied" — equally 
balanced — and the democrats, who can- 
not reject the names of appointees, 
can and do prevent their approval. Now 
should Conkling become so incensed at 
the treatment hois receiving as to cast 
his vote and influence with tho demo- 
crats, that, party would have a monopoly 
of at least two, and all legislation not in- 
consistent with their views would beat 
once blocked. This result is quite on 
the cards. It is freely spoken of at 
Washington as a probable outgrowth 
of the difficulties, President Garfield 
had a glorious opportunity offered of 
harmonizing the conflicting interests of 
his party; but ho selected Blaine, a 
man of great ability, but with many 
enemies, for tho highest cabinet posi- 
tion, and filled the other posts with in- 
significant nobodies — including Robert 
Lincoln, the fact that he is the sou of 
his father constituting his only claim 
to office. The proceedings in the Senate 
are attracting much attention, and 
Washington is filled with oflice seekers 
who await with impatience a decisive 
vote. ' 

URGENCY REFUSED. 

On the Mth ult., in the House of 
Commons Mr. Gladstone moved a 
resolution for urgency for Supply. 
This motion, according to the new 
rules, is not debatable; but urgency 
cannot bo declared by the House ex- 
cept by n. very large majority — we 
think 200. However, notice of the 
motion had been given by Mr. Glad- 
stone and the conservative leader, Sir 
Stafford Nortiicote, took the precau- 
tion to issue an address to his constitu 
ents. He was compelled to address 
the electors of North Devon because, 
as we have said, when Mr. Glastone's 
resolution was put to the House no 
debate could be admitted. Mr. Glad- 
stone himself did not have an oppor- 
tunity of answering Sir Stafford 
Nortiicote. The address was- issued 
on behalf of the whole body of the 
conservative opposition after deliberate 
reflection and discussion. Mr. Glad- 
stone declined to withdraw the motion 
for urgency and it failed to obtain the 
necessary majority. The House then 
went into Committee of Supply in the 
orthodox parliamentary manner.

For Queen Charlotte.— -The steamer 
Skidegate, Capt. Sterling, left early thia 
morning for Queen Charlotte Islands, 
having on board Mr. Bleasdalo who goes 
up to oxamino the old anthracite coal seam 
from which great things were expected 
several years ago.

Tho following is from the Hrndd: The 
meeting hold at tho skating rink on Wed 
nesday evening was very largely attended, 
Mayor Dickinson presiding and T. J.

Whereas, at a public meeting held in 
this city on the 21st inst. resolutions were 
unanimously adopted declaring it to be 
inopportune and inexpedient to appeal to 
tho Queen against the Dominion Govern- 
ment at the very time when the original 
agreement respecting railway construc- 
tion in tho Treaty of Union is in course 
of fulfilment, and at the same time in- 
structing tho members for this city in the 
legislature to oppose such appeal; and 
whereas the member aforesaid, in direct 
contravention of these instructions and 
flagrant disregard of tho well known opin- 
ions and express wishes of his constitu- 
ents, and as we believe of the mainland 
gonerally, did voto for and support said 
appeal, therefore 

Resolved, That we, tho electors of New 
Westminster in public meeting assembled, 
hereby make our most solemn and em- 
phatic protect against the appeal and njis- 
sion of Mr. DeCosmoa to England and 
that the chairman bo and is hereby in- 
structed to transmit this, our protest, by 
telegraph to the Right Hon. Sir John A. 
Macdonald with (he request that ho will 
givo it all the effect in his power. 

Resolved, that Messrs. Brown, Harris 
and McGillivray, tho three representatives 
of Now Westminster District, by their 
votes to support the government in sond- 
Amor DeCosnios to England to em-

Every modern improvement of 
utility has been introduced and with her 
great nominal horse power will make her 
tho most powerful tug in these Northern 
waters. The cabin is handsomely furn- 
ishod; all tho fittings being quite new.

Friday, April 1. 
Hudson Bay Oo.ro. Opponheimor Bros 
Plaintiffs moved to amend writ and for 
tho continuance and appointment of Mr. 
Rome as receiver of the partnership pro 
perty. 

Mr. Drake said that the plaintiffs had 
the right to amend tho writ, but as to tho 
receiver ho would liko tho matter ad- 
journed until Wednesday so that tho San 
Francisco creditors might have an oppor 
tunity of expressing their opinion as to 
who should be receiver. 

Mr. Davio said that the functions of tho 
present receiver ought not to bo suspend 
ed, otherwise preferences might be obtain 
ed by executors. 

Tho Chief Justice — There can be no ob- 
jection to the matter standing over until 
Wednesday next as tho two orders tip 
pointing Mr. Rome will continue in force. 

Mr. Drake — A similar order to tho one 
now asked was made in Earle's suit and 
there was no occasion for tho present one. 

The Chief Justice — In Mr. Earlo's suit 
tho receiver was only appointed in respoct 
of tho partnership property on 22nd Do 
comber. The Hudson Hay Co. goes fur- 
ther and includes all partnership assets. 

Mr. Drake — There is no occasion for 
tho two suits and tho former may bo 
pleaded in bar to tho latter. 

Mr. Justice MeCreight - Tho Chief 
Justice said the two suits should bo con- 
solidated. 

Mr. Robertson mentioned a similar 
case. 

Mr. Davio said the two suits were in 
the samo interest and lie wished them 
consolidated. If plaintiffs' contentions 
were right the receiver would protoct tho 
estate for all creditors and it would not 
be wasted by litigation, and tho orders 
of Air. Justice Crease woro tho only 
methods of preserving the property and 
effecting equality. 

Mr. Drake — The decision of the Court 
whichever way it went would stop liti- 
gation. If the deed was good it would 
stay executions.

FrjIiay. April 1. 
Charley, Jim and Mary, three aborigi- 
nes, wore found by Officer Hough on 
Thursday afternoon in a stato of intoxica- 
tion and brought to gaol accordingly. 
Charley and Jim pleaded guilty; but 
Mary denied the accusation. Tho police 
officer, however, informed the Court that 
she had been drunk for a week and she 
with her companions were given the al- 
ternative of paying five shillings each or 
taking six hours in gaol. 

Ah Jim, a Chinaman, was brought up on 
remand from Thursday for interfering 
with Collector Shakespeare in the execu- 
tion of his duty. 

Officer Hough on boing sworn stated 
that from information received ho went 
to Cormorant street and found a great 
'many Ohinamon in i Chinese houso both 
upstairs and below; Mr. Shakespeare was 
upstairs at the timo; thero woro a dozen 
or more of them waiting to get up to tho 
room; and probably a 100 or more of 
them outside; they wero much excited; 
after the goods wero placed in a wagon 
ho arrested Ah Jim at the suggestions of 
Mr. Shakespeare; ho came to gaol quietly; 
the blankets, &c. seized wero rollod up 
ready for taking away. 

Sargeant Bloomfield on being sworn 
stated that he went to a Chinese houso on 
Cormorant street with Mr. Shakcspearo to 
collect school tax from Chinamen; heard 
Mr. S. ask tho Chinamen individually for 
their school tax; all tho answer ho got 
was "too poor, byo and bye when work 
on the railroad" and "no sabbe;" ho then 
tried to obtain tho names; but only re- 
ceived but ono or two; ho asked them 
several times for the tax and their names 
but coultl get no satisfaction; a distress 
warrant was then made out and handed 
to his bailiff, L. P. Lewis, who seized the 
goods and took charge; they were very 
abusive to Mr. Shakespeare. 

Mr. Courtney for the prisoner said ho 
was at a loss to know what ho had to de- 
fend and proceeded to discuss tho School 
Act, when the Court stated that tho case 
would not be dealt with summarily. Mr. 
Courtney then asked that it bo dismissed 
as thero was no evidence against the 
prisoner. 

His Honor stated that the offence was 
an indictable one and he would deal with 
it accordingly. 

Mr. Mills, also for tho defence, argued 
that thero was no evidence that the school 
tax was duo; besides the prisoner might 
have paid his tax. The collector went at 
an unreasonable hour and the Chinamen 
had a right, tu resist force by force. There 
was no evidence upon which to send tho 
case to trial; and if dismissed he would 
procoed against Mr. Shakospoaro fo run- 
lawful distraint of goods. 

His Honor took a different view of the 
question. It was not for him to say how 
far Mr. Shakespeare was right or how far 
ho was wrung. The evidence of tho offi- 
cer proved that he was resisted; and that 
it was a groat outrage. He was a gov- 
ernment officer and should be protected 
in the execution of his duty. The caso 
was a serious ono and the prisoner would 
bo committed for trial. 

Mr. Mills asked that the bail bo fixed. 
This was accordingly done at §100 for the 
prisoner and §50 each for two sureties. 

The Caisson. — It is reported that the 
order for the construction of tho drydock 
caisson is already on tho way to England. 
When the government of the province so 
flagrantly disregards its duty to tho work- 
ing classes thero is little cause for won- 
derment at the action of the Bishop of 
New Caledonia in importing a ready-made 
wooden yacht from England. 

A Heavy Consignment or Tin. — 
Seventy-five tons of tin for cans were 
landed from tho schooner Courser for tho 
British Columbia Canning Company, Now 
Westminster. Tho above weight of tin 
roproscnts a very large amount of exports 
in the shape of canned salmon.

GOALS TO NEWCASTLE. 
An Episcopal Stoam Yaoht. 

There is at presont landing from tho 
barquo Lady Head tho machinery nnd 
woodwork of a now steam yacht for tho 
Bishop of New Caledonia. All tho tim- 
ber required, from sternpost to stompost, 
from kelson to hurricane dock, is boxed 
up roady for putting together in soctions 
when it is all out of tho ship. Did the 
worthy bishop imagine when ho loft for 
this province that thero was no timber on 
tho Pacific coast, or that thero wero no 
artisans here capable of working it into 
shapo for his yacht? Twenty-two years 
ago there was some excuse for bringing 
tho sills of St. John's Church all tho way 
from England; but it is difficult to see 
why British Columbian industries should 
bo slighted now by such an importation 
this, If economy wore' the induce- 
ment tho probabilities aro that it will bo 
fouud.to bo somewhat dolusivo. Some of 
tho packages are said to measure 16 tons 
each. Add to tho freight tho heavy cus- 
toms duties and the cost of putting the 
parts together and it will probably be 
found that tho episcopal speculation is not 
a paying ono. Iron and iron-workers aro 
numerous and skilful, and the uninitiated 
would suppose that machinery oven could 
be produced hero cheaper than in England 
when all charges and dutios are added to 
tho original cost, to say nothing of tho 
principle of encsuraging homo manufac- 
tures. Altogether this sacerdotal steam 
yaclit is not likely to be a cheap ono, and 
it is certain that its importation is not 
popular with the people of British Col- 
umbia who will bo frequently asked to 
contribute towards tho support of the 
mission. 

The Hunt. — On Tuesday next tho Wil- 
son G. Hunt takes the place of the Maudo 
on tho oast coait route. Sho has been 
refitted and painted outside and in. 
Her spacious saloons and cabins aro as 
bright as a new shilling; and all tho up- 
holstering has undergone a thorough re- 
novation.

The new company which is to run a 
lino of stoamships from a Canadian 
port to Brazil has already chartered 
steamers to open up the traffic, and will 
commence operations about tho end' of 
next month. Tho Canadian port of de- 
parture will be Halifax in winter and 
Montreal in summer. 

The Pacific Syndicate has purchased 
a quarter of a million of dollars' worth 
of cars since their organization, half a 
million railway ties, and the first instal- 
ment of their steel rails for active work.

The Epizootlo. 

To the Editor. — Nearly all of our 
local horses have become afflicted with 
a disease which our horsemen have pro- 
nounced epizootic. Allow me, then, 
through the medium of your journal, 
to lay before your readers the follow- 
ing account of the disease, with which, 
from my long experience in horseman- 
ship, I am thoroughly acquainted. 

It is variously known by horsemen 
as epidemic catarrh, influenza, distem- 
per, dtc; but its real name, as defined 
by the English Veterinarian, is catarrh- 
al fever, and without a proper nnd im- 
mediate treatment will certainly de- 
velop into that fatal epidemic known ns 
American epizootic. 

The cause of the disease is in a mea- 
sure obscure. It may bo assigned to 
the influence of the atmosphere, or the 
horse being allowed to partake of im- 
proper food and water ; however, it is 
always contagious, and rarely fails to 
traverse a community when once it 
makes its appearance. 

The symptoms are too well known 
to require comment upon, the cough 
and discharge being the surest indica- 
tions, and he iR unwise who allows 
them to pass untreated, for the malady 
is easily conquered when taken in timo 
and properly treated.

The gun fired at the Capital of Mis- 
souri on inauguration day were not so 
much in honour of Garfield as in re- 
joicing over the fact that the term of 
"a fraudulent President" was ended. 
The legislature passed resolutions to 
explain this delicate point. 

A Hartford, Conn., man has invent- 
ed a contrivance for announcing tho 
stations on railroad trains, which can 
be worked by steam from the engine or 
by electricity. 

Matt Lightfoot and Joseph Demott 
"belonged to two of the best families of 
Kentucky," yet they wero quarrelsome 
drunkards, and, getting into a brawl at 
Licking, went recklessly into the street 
to fight a duel. Doinott was killed and 
Lightfoot wounded. A judge acted as 
second for both. 

A wedding assembly at Columbus, 
0., after waiting half an hour beyond 
the appointed time for the ceremony, 
was astounded by the entrance of the 
bridegroom with the bride's sister on 
his arm, and their announcement that 
they had just been married by a clergy- 
man round the corner. This trick 
threw the outraged girl into brain 
fever, from which she is likely to die; 
but the wedded couple have gone on a 
bridal tour. 

In Texas lately Emile Francois as- 
serted his right to marry his choice 
despite the codo of the State. He was 
indicted, convicted, and sentenced to 
prison for five years. The case was 
carried before the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, and Justice Woods decides 
that the fourteenth amendment abro- 
gates that article of the Texas oriminal 
code under which Francois was con- 
ictcd. Tho right of white and colored 
people to intermarry is, therefore, es- 
tablished. Taste is the only barrier 
remaining. 

It is given out in private financial 
oircles that D. O. Mills, of California, 
has cleared somewhat like $16,000,000 
since he came to this coast. His whole 
wealth is estimated at $22,000,000, or 
rather it is said that lie is assessed for 
that amount. It is the daughter of 
this gentleman who is engaged to be 
married to Mr. Whttelaw Reid, of the 
Tribune. Miss Mills is considerably 
wealthier than Miss Huntington, who 
was the last young lady represented to 
bo the possessor of the infinite boon 
tompassed in a matrimonial engagement 
to Mr. Reid. Mr. Mills has intimated, 
so they say, that he will give $300,000 
to his daughter as a wedding present. 

Tho latest novelty in spiritualism is 
tho production of ghostly lights in 
dark seances. The luminous shapes 
aro crosses, cireleu, triangles, and othtr

Tho Directors in making thoir Annunl Report havo to inform tho Subscribers 
that during tho past year they have succuedod in purchasing a plot of land of 6 acros 
immediately adjoining thu Hospital, for tho purpose of erecting an Asylum for Con- 
valescents in connection with the Hospital. Tho Government have votod a sum of 
money for the erection of tho necessary buildings; but before tho works could be 
commenced the Government required tho land to be conveyed to tho Grown, whioh 
has been dono. The coming spring will, it is Imped, seo this most noceaaary adjunct 
to tho institutions of tho Province completed. 

Tho Directors regret that the House of Assembly havo passed a rosolution com- 
oletely reversing the policy under which tho Hospital has boon for so many years 
not unsuccessfully managed; hitherto the Government havo been content with hav- 
ing two Directors on the Board, and as a rule these Government Directors havo boon 
active and useful members, and have fully answered tho purposes for which they wore 
placed oil tho Board. 

Tho other Directors are tho nominees of the Subscribers. The proposed change 
will be detrimental to tho interests of those fur whom a hospital is supportod. The 
attention necessary to details takes up a great <le.il of time, and to suppose that work 
which is now performed efficiently by eight gentlemen will bo equally as well per- 
formed by four is supposing too much, and the inevitable result will bo a recurrence 
to tho worst evils of the past. Tho interest which tho public now take in the insti- 
tution will, it is feared, greatly lessen, and tho active and friendly aBsistanco givon by 
many will hardly bo extended to a purely Government institution. 

Tho Directors havo again to express their thanks to Messrs. Dunsmuir and tho 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to various charitable sociotios and 
individuals who havo generously contributed to the support of tho institution. 

Tho affairs of tho Hospital have been economically managed, as will bo seen by 
tho amount of sufferings relieved and the Treasurer's account of tho expenditure. 

In closing this report tho Directors regret that tho change introduced by tho 
Government will prevent them again offering thoir services, and from tho applications 
which have been received for a return of subscriptions and tho opinions expressed of 
the change, they ff»rtr Hint, the elosing of one of the most useful institutions of tho 
Province) will ultimately bo the result. 

There yet remains to be considered the question of tho ownorship of tho pro- 
perty and tho terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far the pre- 
sent changes will affect it. On this subject tho Directors arc not yet in a position to 
givo an opinion.
